Malacca. in 1823, as Abdulla tellé us, with 
his wife and children. Abdulla says “1 ob- 
served the bearing and deportment of Mr., 
Milne to be those of a gentleman; his con- 
versation was polite and refined,” and tells a 
Dr. Morrison, the 
famous Chinese scholar, came to ‘stay with 
Dr. Milne at Malacca. Abdulla says that if 


‘one would have taken him fora European ; 


ner, voice, and the pen he’ wrote with were 
alllike the Chinese. Dr. Morrison, of the 
University, of Glasgow, was sent out to 
Macao in 1897, by a Society of members of 


. vatious Brithsb churches for the purpose of 


acquiring the Chinese language ; as it ig stated 
in the deedv{{awn upat Canton on arat March, 
1820, wegarding the Anglo-Chinese College: 
at Malacca, to which he gave £1,000 which 
he had saved. It says that he entrusted the 
building of the College, the foundation stone 
of-which was laid in Malacca on r1th No- 
-yember, 1818, to Dr. William Milne, his 
first associate, he says, in the Chinese Mis- 
sion. Dr. Morrison was the first Vice-Pre-. 
aident of the Raffles Institution in 1823, and 
drew up:a long paper of suggestions for Sir 
Stamford Raffles respecting .it, which is 
found among some old papers printed at the 
Malacca Mission Press in-1823, from which 
the above ‘particulars about these two pro- 
minent missionaries, the pioneers in the 
Straits'and China, have been found. Another 
old ‘Malacca book printed al the Anglo- 
Chinese Press in. 1819, called the Indo- 
‘Chinese Gleaner, contains a long memoir of 
Mrs, Milne, who died at Malacca on zoth 
March, 1819, 36 years of age. The Re- 
verend Robert Morrison, D. D., wrote at 
Macao his grammar ofthe Chinese language 
and hia Dictionary, the expengo,of printing, 


Company. It was on his suggestion that 
Sir Stamford Raffles called the meeting on 
rst April, 1823, to form the Singapore In-. 
He was the first European who 
prepared .documents in Chinese which they 
would consent to receive, and'the first paper 
‘was supposed to have been the 
production of a learned Chinese so means 
were'taken to try to discover its author, as it 


was an act then regarded in China as treason. 


Dr. Morrison died at Macao on rst August, 
1834, and a long memoir appeared in-the 
London Asiatic Journal for March, 1838.

_ Father Conrady was born in Belgium, and 
began his labours as a priest.in India. He first 
came to the United States early in the seven- 


ties, and for fourteen ‘years laboured in Eastern 
Oregon among the Umatilla Indions and the 
few scattered: white Catholics. of that district. 
Then he heard of the needs -and isolation of 
Father Damien, the Molokai martyr, and took 
passage to Hawaii. He spent eight years on 
the islad, and attended Father Damien ip his 
last illness, In 1/96 he returned .to.Port'and. 
Or,-and entered d medical college, where, 
after a full course of four years, he was gra- 
duated. 2 nies 

After graduation he went to Canton, China; 
and put himself at the disposal of Bishop 
Chausse, the vicar apostolic. The times, how- 


ever, were not favourable for work among the |° 


lepers, as the country was disturbed by war. 
While an istund close to Canton was available 
for a leper, settlement, means were wanting to 
maintain even o small, establishment there, 
The work has now been taken up by Bishop 
Merel, the incumbent, and Father Conrady is 
to have personal charge of the work, Inspeak: 
ing of His work to a Tribune reporter he said: 
“There are thousands of abandoned victims 
of this dread disease in the vicinity of Canton, 
I saw many wretched cases in Molokai, but the 
condition of the Chinese Jepers is much worse’ 
—nothing short of appalling. Wheo one 
learns that’s leper can be~housed, fed and. 
given medical attention at a cost of 2} cents a 
day it seems too had that something has not 
already been done for them. “J am willing’ to 
explain the Chinese situation to any who may 
be interested, either in private audience or in 
public Jectures. J have secured the services 
of several sisters, members of a religious com- 
munity, which is conducting (wo leper settle: 
mots in Japan, one in Birmatey and one in 
Madagascar, the fat having 800 inmates. It 
docs nat seem ta me that in any other part of 
the world can the work of alleviating human 
aulferlog bo caitlod on to greater advantage.”

On Saturday about 10 am. the Governor 
with hia suite visited the gunboat.

He had six sons, 
three wives, forty to fifty thousand tagls’ worth, 
of property and was a popular official, in office, 
50° that although he had a debs of Tls. 7,020 or

him, He was successfal to some degree in 
resisting undue foreign aggression, but thatis 
the kind of official yourcurrespundent thinks 
4s needed inland, The British Consul is living 
inside the city, in the Bureau of Furcign Affairs, 
which has been nicely fitted up so that he is 
quite comfortable.

AN EVENTFUL VOYAGE. 


The American sailing vessel Zvy, arrived at: 
Woosung on the 16th inst, after a long and 
eventful voyage from Singapore. The /vy is 
a vessel of 1,181 tons register, owned and com- 
manded by Captain Stetsen, who has been 
many years on the China Coast._The /vy was 
due to: arrive here some time ago, says the 
Shanghat Times of 19h inst. and upon her 
not putting in an appearance or being report- 
ed, fears were entertained for the safety of the 
vessel and her crew and, we understand, that a 
relative of one of the.crew has had ‘letters of 
administration granted 10 her upon the sup- 
position that the vessel was lost with all 
hands, On Friday, Captain Olin,of the tig- 
bout Alexandra picked the Zuy up off the 
Bell buoy, -It is understood, that beyond 
Captain Stetsen and his mates’ the only- 
Europeans on board, that the remainder of his 
crew were cither sick or had been buried during 
the passage. Two of the crew, who were at 
the wheel were seated in chairs, they being too 
weak to stand and forthe purpose of working 
the ship up to Woosung, Captain Olin trans. 
ferred a number of the Aéexandra’s crew to the 
vy, to assist in making fast the towihg-hawser 
and to work the vessel up to Woosung. , 

The /vy duly arrived at the quarantine 
anchorage and was boarded by Dr. Cox, the 
Medical Officer of the port, who made a 
thorough examination of the sick men, their 
quarters, and is understood to have expressed 
the’ opinion that the sickness « 3 a virulent 
type of beri-beri, Complete. arringements 
haye been minde for the trestnent of the 
suivivots at the quarantine station; also for 
the thorough disinfection of the vessel previous ' 
to her being towed up to Shanghai.

FIGHTING IN THE PalLIPPINES, 
THE STORMING OF MOUNT Dajo. * 


The following graphic account of the Mount, 
Dajo fight was obtained on 3th inst. from an 
officer who was an eyc witness of the attack: 

The hill upon which the fight took place is 
in the shape of a cane, the top is quite flat and 
‘measures about 09. yards in diameter in one 
disection, and 6 0 yards in another. There is 
accater at the 'op'which forms a huge basin, 
On the southern spur of the crest was erected 
one of the best fortified of the Moro forts, and 
it was, there where the main attack was made 
against the stubborn resistance of the Moros. 

There were 600 American troops against 600 
Moros, this of course inclodes.the women who * 
were as able fighters, and just as dangerous as 
tho men. . They wore trousers the same as the 
men, and at a distance it was impossible to tell:

There were three main trails up the 
mountain ‘side, and the forces’ were divided 
into three columns, ope under the command ‘of 
Major Omar Bundy, 6th Infantry, another 
under Captain Tyree Rivers, 4th Cavalry, ‘and 
the third column’ was commanded by Captain 
F. P, Lawton, 19th Infantry. In the fight soon 
after the ascent began Captain Rivers was 
wounded and bé was succeeded by Captain 
Lewis M. Keeler, 4th Cavairy. The trnils were 
so steep that in many places' ropés were’ te- 
nired for the soldiers to pull themselves up by. . 
heré were three main works of the enemy 
with 15 to 20 series of trenches, and the whole 
sins was barricaded with trenches. ee: 
On the morning of March's Major Bundy, 
with the constabulary detachment and two com- 
panlesof the 161b Infantry, worked themselvea: 
up the teal, they had to go slogla fila and on: 
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
